Then Pan in grotto deep 

The notes on pandean swell

The festivities were introduced into 
America at an early day, buț ite 
observances have undergone & ma- 
terial change, and it is annugily 
becoming less and less general. 

So much for the festival, but how 
about St. Valentine himself. 

St. Valentine was a Presbyter and 
Martyr, by some said to have been 
a Bishor. According to Roman 
legend, he was arrested and thrown 


into chains at the instance of Em- `y 


perior Claudius II and after long 
imprisonment was beaten with clubs 
and finally beheaded February four- 
teenth, A. D. 270. He was eariy 
canonized by the church. He was 
so eminently distinguished for his

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GHOST PHOTOGRAPHED 


French Scientist has Saapshot ef Spook 
---Claims it is a Genuine Ghost. 


According to Dr. Charles Richet 
of Paris, an eminent scientist, the 
strongest evidence of the actual ex- 
istence of a spirit is to photograph 
i 

In a recent number of the Annales 
des Sciences Psychics, of Paris, Dr. 
Richet telis how he saw a ghost and 
»hotographed it; and he claims that 
ıt was absolutely impossible for the 
phenomenon to have been produced 
by persons at the seance. In ad- 
dition, the room in which the sit- 
tings were held could not have been 
entered from the outside, and before 
and after the seance the room was 
examined and every means of exit 
and entrance carefully tested. The 
sittings which Dr. Richet describes 
took place in an outhouse belonging 
to a villa in Algiers, occupied by M. 
and Mme. Noel. The building was 
situated in the garden of the villa 
and was completely separated from 
any other structure. The second 
“cor of the building, consisted of a 
single room, was used for the ex- 
periments (the first flgor being a 
carriage house,) and there were pres- 
ent at the sittings, M. and Mme. 
Noel, Mile. X.. M. Gabriel Delanne 
and the three daughters of a retired 
army officer, Martha, (19 years of 
ace,) Paulette, (16 vears,) and Mala, 
(14 years.) The only openings in 
the room were two windows and a 
door. One of the windows was ñf- 
wen feet above the ground, the 

ther equally inaccessible, and the 
“vor led into the garden. Each of 
the windows was covered, first with 
canvas and then with carpet, the 
fabrics being nailed securely to the 
wall, The oor was composed of 
cement tiles. and over the tiles was 
tacked linoleum. Near the medi- 
um’s cabinet the floor was also cov- 
ered with carpet. 

Martha was the medium, and she 
was accompanied on one or two oc- 
casions by a negress; at others the 
latter was not present. The cab- 
met used consisted of a cloth screen 
corecte in one of the corners of the 
room, arranged in tthe form of a 
triangle and leaving a space of a 
foot and a-haif between the top and 
the cerling. The cabinet was closed 
by a thick drapery, which ran on a 
rod, and immediately before the 
cabinet, leaving a space only wide 
enough fora person to pass, was 
placed a wooden table, around which 
sat the spectators. 

One cf tne most remarkable inci- 
dents, as reported by the French 
scientist, was the materialization ard 
dematerialization of the figure out- 
aide of the curtain and immediately 
before the spectators. On one oc- 
casion the phantom. according to 
Dr. Richet, “started to come out 
ot the cabinet through the regular 
‘pening, but immediately retreated. 
l then saw outside of the curtain 
ani on the toor (between the cur- 
cain anil the table) a whitetight. I 
stood up in order to see over the 
rable and I saw what appeared to 
be a ball of white light; it floated 
on the ground, but its contours were 
sudistinets. Fhe light now changed 
und a fiyure came through a trap- 
door” At the point where the 
~jirit materialized the curtain of the 
cabinet was nailed securely to the 
Noor, A short time after this the 
white lizht appeared atthe feet of 
M Noel, and in a few minutes the 
phantom was seen—in both cases 
the Agure disappeared in the same 
way and with the same rapidity 
with which it had. appeared. Dr. 
Richet considers this incident con- 
clusive. 

The photcgraphs were taken im- 
mediately with a kodak. stereoscopic 
apparatus anda Richard stereoscope- 
Verascope, 

In one or two instances there were 
ive plates made at onetime. Thus 
the Dr. Richet thinks it was abso- 
luteiv impossibie for there to have 
been error from double exposure. 
Tnis being excluded. dishonesty of 
the medium or clandestine entrance 
into the room remain to be consid- 
ered, But Dr. Richet says that en- 
trance could not have been obtained 
threugh the door or windows; that 
that there was no trap-door; that he 
examined the ceiling ot the carriage 
house after the experiments and 
found tt covered with webs and 
spiders which had not been dis- 
rurbed ior years; that the negress 
was not present at all of the experi- 
ments; that it would have been im- 
possible for Martha to have con- 
cealed about her the paraphernalia 
necessary for the impersonation of 
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the phantom; that the young lady 
was a girl of irreproachable charac- 
ter and honesty, and lastly, that she 
was carefully scrutinized before and 
after the seances. She cou!d not 
have concealed about her the cloth- 
ing, mask, turban, beard, and so 
forth used by the spirit, and her 
dress was such that she could not 
have rid herself of it without as- 
sistance. In addition, during the 
experiments both the negress’ and 
Martha were seen seen seated in the 
cabinet when the spirit- appeared. 
Dr. Richet does not go into the 
question of the communicatidns 
made by the spirit, but he is firmly 
convinced that he has to do with a 
genuine case of spiritual phenomena.

Man isthe epitome 
oi that law--a uniuersity which he 
may attend without cost or much 
labor. Andif every individual knew 
as much of himself as he does of his 
neighbor, the world would be much 


the wiser for it. We are all wise 
enough when counselling others, but 
becloud our wisdom with affirm- 
ations cooked up in our own mental 
soup-pot. 

What do we know of others’ suf- 
fering? We may tell of our own 
pain, but cannot feel a whit of our 
neighbors’, 

Thus we may know that which 
concerns ourself, if we chose-to study 
self, but cannot realize what lies at 
the bottum of the heart in our near- 
est of kin, unless revealed to us, 
And much there is, that cannot be 
reveaied even then, because not un- 
derstood by the possessor thereof. 

We may pity him, for the man 
who knows more about his neighbor 
than himself needs pity. He is like 
a shipwrecked mariner—neither able 
to get or give counsel. What do? 

Well, the aforenamed may ask 
themselves that question; for they 
are like shipwrecks, but stranded on 
a barren spiritual shore. 

If we would know law we go 
where it is exemplified—at a law 
yer’s Office or at court. : 

Man constitutes both. In his sug 
vev of self he can read all the la 
he wants; carry it to his own | 
and become his own judge.

We need 
not fear injustice there if we open a 
suithcient number of the soul-win- 
dows to let in the spiritual draft. 
A cyclone may occur, but is not 
hurtful. In fact, it is often bene- 
ficial, inasmuch, as it seems to find 
the niches in which our pet theories 
are pedestaied, while the clearing 
away of the debris enables the true 
iight to find fixity. 

Few men will endeavor to patch 
up a broken idol, and none but an 
idol in his own estimation, shattered, 
will weep over it. The true pro- 
eressivist will be imspired by the 
ruins and clamber upon them with 
delight. 

Thus is the man who, by present- 
ing himself before his own court, 
finds judgment against himself hon- 
estly. A new sunrise peers over his 
mental horizon, and he hails its full 
awakening. He becomes a lawyer 
in spirit. and is astounded at his 
past ignorance. 

As there is but one step from the 
sublime to the ridiculous, there is 
cften but one step from material 
darkness to spiritual light; and he 
who continues to batter at the door 
of his own interior consciousness will 
gain admittance finally, It is il- 
luminated within. That is assured. 
There is a psychic telephone con- 
nection with that of light from the 


spiritual spheres beyond the earth- _ 


bound, and no fear of misunder- 
standing the epigrams scintillating 
within.

Our Skeleton is Our Executioner, 
Says a German Scientist.

This is the reply 
which the biologist, Dr Koenig. has 
iust given to this question. The 
skeleton which 1s $0 Important a 
factor in Gur movements, and 15 the 
defense of our lives, is in the end 
our executioner.” 

Dr Koenig says that formerly all 
animals had an exterior skeleton, or 
a scaly covering. This, in the case 
ot s+, many animals, particularly 
the vreater, vradually gave place to 
an inner skeleton. The inner skele- 
ton r presents all those portions of 
the haly which in the course of the 
development ot the species were 
brousht under a permanent pressure, 
and in consequence of this were built 
up bv the minera. substances in so- 
lution in the blood. As time went 
onthe fluid salts were crystaitzed at 
these ports instead of on the sur- 
face -f the body, where they had 
rormeriy produced the scale. By 
means of heredity these points in 
whe interior of the animal body 
have beeorne dense from the be- 
‘inning of individual lives, so that 
in the embryo the crystallization 
ot the sait goes on at these points 
instantiy and with great intensity.

The crystallization, however, rests 
ona specific contracting process. and 
shu; in our bodies there is con- 
stantly at work a contracting pro- 
cess directly opposed to the expan- 
sive, or growth process. As long as 
the body grows, the contracting pro- 
cess is not perceptible, but as soon 
as the body obtains its growth the 
expansion power ceases. The crys- 
tallivation, however, steadily in- 
creases, and soon the time comes 
when the contracting forces cem- 
pletely dominate the expansive pow- 
crs, Now begins for the body the 
first period of contraction, and the 
contrary of the former process sets 
in. The mass of the body grows 
less, the skin becomes salty and 
wrinkled, the feelings are dulled. the 
organs function more slowly and 
the crystaline deposit continues. 
Thus the hfe in our body constantly 
grons less and at last the most im- 
portant functions, breathing and 
heart action, stop. 
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Live Your Own Life. 


The most rudimentary thinker is 
fully aware that in the broadest 
sens: it is impossible for a man to 
hive his own life. Tt is self-evident 
that cvery thot. every suggestion, 
every experience coming in to man 
from the outer world must assist to 
some extent in moulding and shap- 
ing Ins hfe. 

“No man iiveth unto himself ” is, 
therefore in this sense a truism. It 
isn't necessary to kick a neizhbor’s 
dog or to throw refuse into his back 
yard to evidence an unfriendly 
spirit. The merest alteration of 
facial expression can convey much 
that physical efforts wou!d fail to 
do,

matter of habit. 

In the broader sense, then, it is 
inpossibie to live your own life. 
But, in a narrower application, it is 
possible, and to my mind advisable. 

We heard not long since of a man 
whe had a good business. He was 
doing passibly well, as the world 
goes, and was happy and contented 
until Wel] one night the 
"spirits informed him that if he 
would trust them they would lead 
him into new channels of usefulness; 
they would guide him and help him. 
“Give up your present business,” 
they said, “and rely onus. We

better for yourself and us than your 
are at the present time.” ‘‘Right,” 
said the man.

It mav be, as the Rev. J. Page 
Hopps suggests, that the spirits lead 
their mediums by devious paths, in 
order that the best may come; but 
does not the very fact of the failere 
of the prophecy reduce the trust 
which one can repose in the pfo- 
nhet? If a spirit tells a man that a 
certain venture upon which he is 
about to embark will be a great 
success, and urges upon him the 
desirability of undertaking it; and 
if that prophecy is falsified in every 
way, ‘does it not destroy confidence 
in the spirit, and render future pro- 
phecies of no account? ` 

These are questions which muet 
be faced and answered. Meantime, 
we believe that man is on this plane 
to gain experience by battling with 
the materiai conditions by which he 
is surrounded. To paraphrase, we 
believe 


“It’s better to have fought and 
failed 4 
Than never to have fought at alf” 


and that a man is a better mari 'for 
being forced back upon his own 
resources, and made to feel the nged 
for constant struggle. o 

In the heroic times of Greece the 
gods helped the warrinrs who were 
putting up a good fight, while they 
left the cowards to their own fate. 
We believe that the eternal law 
works likewise, and that the man 
who is the most successful--at 
least. the man who is happiest—is 
the man who has learned to live his 
own life.
